Ince therefore in this Glafle you may ſce where 
you were, and where youare; there reſts now a 
conſideration of the limited authorities of a Hul- 
band,and the priuiledges of a VVite, vpon which Iwill 
not ſtand long : Becauſe you poore VV ues doe 1n that, 
runne a common fortune with thoſe Eſtates, which by 
viurpation of time, or violence, haue nothing lefr of 
their former Conqueſts,or greatneſſe, but fame, and 
ruine. So as I will notvainely trauaile to winne that 
againe, which corruption , and confuſion have won of 
you,and the truth ; but onely make mention of their 


._names,or natures in paſſing ; as they ſerue to your end; 
_ andopen thoſe other three wayes, which 1n the falze 


cſtate, wherein you ſtand,offer themſelves to your ad- 
uantage., The firſt is tomendhim: the ſecond, to maſter 
both hiscuill,and his eſtate : the third, to pleaſe him. 
'Vnto amends (Miracles being aboue our power ) there is 
required either the authority of credir, or fayuor. For 
credit,how you ſhould haue any by the truth , where it 
hath none, your owne Wiſedome can anſwere you ; 
and that it hath none his faults to himſclte, and you, 
are pregnant witneſſes. What little fauer you have, if 
you repeate the ſtory of his life to your ſelfe, it will be 
manifeſt. For firſt (you know)his deuotion,& aftection, 
are long ſince carrycd from you to his 2fiftreſſe; by 
which reverend name men commonly call thoſe, 
whom they meane , by corrupting, to make their ſer- 
vants.

Ang denials haue wrought, there are records in every 
F Y ; Age- 
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Age. The ſame Poers make, in the chaſtity of Diana, 
Endymion our example. Hippolztus, with his conſtant re- 
fuſall of Phedra, and his deuotion to Phebe, a Martyr, 
The fable of 7xien, where inſtead of 1yno he embrac'd a 
cloud, begetting monſters in ſtrong imagination; with 
many moe, All which doe but ex Sth Low tarre grea- 
ter wonder we ſtand in of this well-diſguiſed aſhes, your 
fleſh , while the wheeles of deſire are woond vp, than 
when they are run out with enioying. For in this craf- 
ty forge are framed wanton modeſty, entiſing ſhame- 
fac'dnefle, faint reproofes, withwhat other charmes ſo- 
euer are fit to ſtirre vp the blindneſfle of our Selfe-loue, 
or Pitty. 
But methinkes (Noble Lady) I euen now ſee your face 
bluſh, while your thoughts tell me, that.your Lords af- 
fetions haue ſo many vents, as there is no danger ot 
breaking the veſſell with fulnefſe ; nor yet of mul- 
tiplying deuotion, by reſtraint, Ir is true, that Liberty 
diſperſerh, and ſo makes the ſtreames of fantaſie leſſe vi- 
olent : Notwithſtanding, Docage is an vnſerutable depth, 
it puts ſeales to blancks, makes contradicories true; 
and ſees all things inthe ſuperlative degree. To be 
ſhort, it is a proſpe& into the L and of /gnorance; which 
(they ſay ) no man can deſcribe, but he that is paſt it. 
Nay,itis ſuch a kinde of enchantment, as makes the ea- 
ſineſle of others endeere her bewitching refuſalls , ſa- 
tiety, which iudgeth with ſcorne, yet honours her ; /77- 
poſſible being no more able to qualifie deſire,than /ntrea- 
zy is to reuiue it. Soas you being already bankrupt 1n 
his fauour, in this courle of amends, I will onely aduiſe

| Now if you will examine the preeminentes of a

Soas contention withSuperiors is but that which the 
Poets figure in the fable of: Artes wreſtling with Hey- 
cules, wherein they feigne him ever rooweake, while 
hee was lifted from his earth, and his onely recouery 
of ſtrength by falling to it. This carth of your eſtate 1s 
Pattence,and Humility;aboue which what light defire, 
or offence ſoeuer doth lift you, lifts you aboue the pri- 
uiledges ofa VWite,and with more harme,anJ lofle,yill 
at the laſt make you fall,co vnderſtand your own eſtate. 

If you truſt not theſe prophane Images, Iwill lay a 
divine before you; that you may ſee iniuſt & impoſſible 
have like condemnation both in Nature, and Grace. 
VVhen the fleſhly Babylonianswent about ro prevent a 
ſecond deluge,and ſowith Mans power to limit Gods;

Jabors. And ſure the like Deſtiny lies wraprt vp ſtill, ta 
fall ypon thoſe, that for want of meaſuring their de- 
fires with the circumſtances of time,cſtare,and worth, 
-— doe vndertake the Giants warre, and fo burie them- 
lelues in their owne earth. Therefore by my con- 
ſent ( Honourable Lady ) you ſhall in ſtead of ma- 
ſtering h1m,maſter your ſelfe , and auoid that other vi- 
olent courſe,which requires wilfull vrging, ſeruitc pa- 
- tience, broken ſhame, with all kinds of indecorum , fuch 


as the worſt ſpeed beſt with , and yet {o, as they that

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winne their Ends,are ſure to loſe their Honours, Yea, 
the Truth is incuery part ſuch a proofe of it ſelfe, as 
who ſo will narrowly obſerue the complexions' of

Since therefore your owne Genizs, Honor,and Impoſh- 
bilitie, do all oppoſe againſt this aduentrous praiſe, 
let vs leaue it ; and conclude with the Pott,that 

who ſo will the Demils Maſter bee, 

© Muſthauea mind more miſchieuous than he, 

The laſt point , which is to pleaſe, hath in ita 
face both of Diuine, and humane Duty ; poſhbilitie 
in the cenſure of rumour,that ſpeakes moſt,and knows 
leaſt, Beſides,the meanes that are vſed init, as Vowes, 

Prayers, Sacrifice, Obedience,&c. arc all milde Coun- 
els, and: ſuch as rather enrich, than impoxeriſh thoſe 
thatvſe them. Letvs therefore ſtriue to wade through 
or {\wimmeouer this depth of Pleaſing « in which there 
 aretwo branches, either to pleaſe him with your ſelfe , 
 orwith his owne bymours. To pleaſe him with your [elfe 
(conſidering the Map wee haue already deſcribed 
' his Nature 1n) I thinke you muſt be ſometimes ſhort, 
 ſomerimes long ; now faire, now browne z wanton,mo- 
 <deſt,& al at once. Forthey muſt take on many ſhapes, 
 <thatwill pleaſe a manof many mindes; ſenſe being 
| Etherea Indge ; morioa quiet ;: and their felicity in 
 <ſuch wandring deſires, as onely ioy till they doe en- 
| 10oy. Soas theſe two excellent mediators; worth, and 


| Merit, can beno more to them than light is to blind- 


| neſſe, or muſicke to the deafe, Nay. Beauty it ſelfe, 
which 
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which 15 the obzett of vacorrupted ſenſe , 15 nothing vnro 
theſe ſenſuall natures , who are ſobewitched with this 
diſeaſe of Novelty, as vnwealdy fatnefſe, diſcoloured 
Skinne, and ſuch like vnconth pronokers of appetite, 
are often deareſt vnto them. W har hope then to ftay,01 
<« fixe this vagabond Luft > Sinceas thoſe Shadows that 
« goe before the bodies which make them, can neuer 
« by the ſame bodies be overtaken : ſo theſe ſhadowy 
natures have neitherſtrength enough to leaue worſhip. 
ping of others, nor to eſteeme thoſe that worſhip 
themſelues ; but like Smokes , kindled with cucry 
flame, are diſſoluedagaine into cuery new aytc about 
them. 

The ſecond of theſe branches 1s, to pleaſe him with 
himfelfe. For the better vnderſtanding of which courle, 
if we doe examine the wayes that common Subicfts 
doe hold vnder the vnquiet nature of Power ; wee ſhall 
finde that way doth corrupt vs, in not working a large- 
neſle, but narrowneſſe of heart : and ſo making vs, like 
the little flies, apt to couet after the flattering light, 
wherein we burne,, For vpon this Stage, it Superiors 
delight inluft, Panders are the Miniſters of Credit, if 
in wealth, the ſparing negative voyces be the counlels 
of Aduancement; 1t they be zealous,then the deprauing 
Corporations, which keepe downe all {ſpirits of hope, 
all encouragements of honor,with falſe narrow axioms 
of Tyranny, are the charmers we muſt giue care vnto : 
helping rodrowne our Superiours in the inundation of 
their owne follies, and maketheir Thrones a Graxge, 
wherein there ſhall be nothing but ſelling of Honour, 
to purchaſe ſcorne abroad, and feruile feare ar home, 
« For it 15 moſt true ; that the Jealouſte of Vaworthi- 
« nefle in power is ſo infinite, as where floth, ignorance 
&« or baſenefle have once giuen it leaue to giue Low, it 
« endures none vnder it, but ſuch as are cither outward- 
« ly deformed, .and ſo borne with their owne croffes - 
* or inwardly defectiue in wit, and courage ; rhe rig! 
« eſtate of thoſe mindes, which though they be hore 
< free in the lawes of Nations, are yetflaues inthe nai. 
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«row moulds of their own affections ; or laſtly,ſuch,as 
« in the extremitie of want, or obſcurcnefle of birth, 
© muſt be long Prentiſes to their Supertours. How 
vely aproſpect ſuch rootes, and branches muſt be to all 
free mindes, you ſhall eaſily ſee, if it pleaſe you to look 
vpon the Pocticall Aappe ; wherein the Painter liuely 
Eſcribing a Pageant of worldly vanities, with the 
plagues, and deformities of euery ſinne, repreſents mi- 
ſhapen humane ſhapes vntovs , either long tayles,clo- 
ven feet, hornes, orſuch like Antikes, as with too ma- 
ny, or too few members liuely repreſent vs the mon- 
ſtrous births of error. And when you haue exactly 
view'd it, I dare vndertake, you ſhall not ſee 1n that 
Mappe ſo horrible, and fearefull images to the ſoules 
of men; as you ſhall in thoſe. tyrannicall courts to the 
bodies, and fortunes of the worthieſt, and not without 
+ danger to the Liberrines, Since as true Worth is euer 
& zealous to the fearefull nature of Tyrants : ſoare ex- 
* treme vnworthineſſes a ſcorn, both to their pride,and 
* power, 

| Now Madame! by the ill example, and dangerous 
conſequence in theſe miſgouern'd Courts of Princes, 
you may comparatiuely fee what ſuch by-wayes will 
worke ina priuate family : Faults hauing there no pur- 
ple ro couer them, nor yet great hopes to excule errors. 
So thar, rhe ends, an inſtruments, being both of ne- 
ceſſity baſe; and neither with Vertue, nor Fortune re- 
deem'd from the ſcorne of ſeruile vices , it muſt needs 
be with them, as with the ſinkes, and veſſels of diſho- 
nour, which they that vie are aſham'd to haue appeare. 
Beſides, the reproch will be greater in meane eſtates ; 
becauſe there they want the helps of feare, which maks 
Murmur wary how ſhee ſpeakes aloud of Power and 
redeemes imperfe&ions with rewards of magnificence 
and liberality. Againe, if you will needs corrupt your 
ſelfe, to make the line you leuell by,more crooked ; 
then muſt your firſt ſtep be ouer the ſhoes in Shame. For 
you muſt combine with his Miſtris,who will perchance 


meaſure.you forth ſome part of that, wherofthe whole 


lot. 
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is yours: I meane your Husbands loue, And whether 


ſhe will, in this falſe glaſſe of Dotage, diſcouer yeur 
fall of ſpirit, and ſo teach him to be more abſolute, ir 


« is doubtfull, becauſe the more ſandy the foundari- - 


* ons of Craft be, the more charge, and care is cuer to 
« be vſed in building vpon it. Morcouer, this is one 
Wren rem con Ab ans the counſell of Honour, 
and Craft , that if the ſucceſſe of Subtilty be euill, ic 
doth blaft, and blacke the ſtocke itis gratred in, where 
the counſell of Honour doth in miſchance it felfe, im- 
proue the reputations of them that bee gouerncd by 
it, 
Therfore (as I ſaid) if you will aduenture vpon theſe 
vnſound counſels, which haue baſe conditions, hazar- 
ding ſucceſſe, and infallible infamy ; you muſt firſt de- 
face honour, ſhame,religion, andall other honeſt limits 
© in your ſelfe : becauſe it is an vnproſperous, and halt- 
<« witted courſe, to thinke of remorſe, after counſel! ta- 
« kento haue good by the Deuill. And who butthoſe 
- © natures that can be as euil as they liſt,are fit to guide 
* themſelues by that iron Induftry, waketull Faithleſ- 
© nefſe, aduantageous Contrats, which they muſt 
<« paſſe through that intend to maſter, or pleaſe corrup- 
* ted Power 2 The conclufion, and end of my counſel] 
therefore is, onely to perfivade you, that you neuer ſtu- 
dy to be wiſer than the truth ; and (o neither ſtrive to 
majier, mend, or pleaſe him.

fore you a glaſſe of Diſquier, and rais'd vp ſuch 

miſts of opinion,as make your woes ſeeme grea- 
ter, and thereby ( like an ignorant Criticke ) rather dit- 
ſfolu'd thoſe reſts you had, than erected you any new. 
But though there be leſſe latogr, and art required in 0- 
© aerthrowing than eftabliſhing ( the common Errors 0! 
« men giuing authority to Cenſurers, and a reputation 


INES if I leave you here, I haue onely laid be- 


of piercingneſſe to the Reprouers ) yet my ſeſfe-end be- 
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ing nothing but your fauor, and my true end your 
good , how vnequall ſocuer my ſpirits be,to build you 


_ any certaine felicity vpon this broken toundation, yer 


ſhall they bee ſufficient, I hope, to pull downe thoſe 
ruines of yours, that threaten (while you labour vader 
them) to fall vpon you,or while you peicewith them; 


| 1yddenly to fall away , and ſo leaue you weaker, with 
the trauell, and charge of many thoughts. For it is 


moſt true,that as the old and new, agree together in nothing 
fo the mixtures of Good and Emill are Incomperible, 
Therefore Madam! Letme firſt digrefle a little, and 
remember that the metall you are made of 1s Earth, 
your habitation a world, both mortall,and ſono perfe- 
#ion at all to be expected in them: thoſe petty Shadowes 
of reſt which are there being full of tempration,lets,or 
dangers; which I muſt take notice of , both to dimi- 
niſh your expectation thatelſe will proue an enemy to 
you ; and beſides to warne your ſteady mind, that a 
ſlip ts not Frange in anicie way. 
| To beginne therefore with our fleſh, Euer ſince the 
carſe of bondage, which God breathed out vpon the fir ft 
fine, each degree of life in it is onely a change, and va- 
< riety of ſeruitude. The Childs innocency being in 
© weakeneſlſe, his food in the Nurſe, his frailties vnder 
© the rod ;- Man vnder man, hisfaults vader Lawes, re- 
© wards vnder will ; nothing conflant_ but the inconſtancy of 
© theeuil,and her appearance of liberty the extremeſt of 
© ofall bondage. Nay, to goe further, the vniuerſall 
corruption of inferior Elements 1s ſuch, as euen world- 
Iy wifedome it ſelfe workes but as our vulgar Phyſicke 
doth,which' paſſing through the imperte&tions, & con- 
ttarieties of our natures, and diſeaſes, doth helpe and 
hurt together, ſtill multiplying the curſe of our fall, in 
the falſe changes of diſeaſes, and cures ; appetites and 
opinions, Neither can the confluence of worldly things 
yceld any otherreſt or ſtability, than ſuch as is1nthe 
Kingdome of ſleepe, where the beſt 1s but a dreame. Be- 
cauſe where imperfe#ion 1s, there diſquiert muſt be, and 


where diſqnict goucrnes,there Nature 15 as apt To wander, 
| ; 46 
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as tobe weary. Novelties (like inflants))come,and paſſe; 
that which we deſire proues like to that we haue en- 
ioy'd; the faire deceiues, and the vnraftedis onely plea- 
fing. Wee may therefore as well ſecke fiſh vpon the 
mountaines, trees in the Sea, as peace in fleſh : hich 15S ON- 
ly a promiſe to them that care not to finde it there. To 
proue this; ifwe obſeruethe progreſſe betweene God 
2nd vs : In his firſt Teſtament, the Sabbath is there an- 
nexed tothe condition of fixe dayes labour, not of reſt : 
herea figure only,hereaftera being , in this lifea thing | 
we taſte of by faith, performed in erernity to them that 
haue paſſed through this fleſh as an ane, not as an habi- 
zation. So as this Body, this compoſition of Ele- 
ments, is but onely a pargatory of the ſoule , cither to 

cleanſe, or corrupt, as the Aﬀe&tions of it lookevp or 

downe, 

And Madame ! now that wee haue done with this 
feſhly proſpe&, ifwe conſider the world, we ſhall finde 
that to be vnto a man (like a Sea toan 1/land) full of 
ſtormes, vncertaineties, violence ; whoſe confuſions 
Have neither i«flice, nor mercy in them. If we examine 
the motiues that cauſed the man to make Art his Na- 
ture, and borrow wooden feet to walk ouer her mouing 
waters, we ſhall finde them to haue beene Neceſſity, 
Couetouſneſlſe, Curioſity, Ambition, and ſome ſuch 
other enemies to reſt, as with falſe Greatneſſes (while 
men could not endure little things) inforced them 
through paine, and danger, to ſuffer all the torments 
of vncertainty. Toapply which compariſon Madame ! 
you ſhall ſee the ſame impotent humours are they,who 
hauing firſt wearied vs within, doe after perſwade vs to 
ſeeke peace in the World without , where we being 
forced to wreſtle with others, becauſe we could not 0- 
uercome our {elues, in ſtead of one cuill are conſtrain'd 
to encounter many, And iuſtly , ſincewhere in all in- 
ward wayes to peace, man needs no Lawes but Gods, 
and his owne Obedience, if he once goe into trafticke 
with the World, his deſires are there bound with the 


ſrares of Cuſtome,the heayy hand of Power, the exammels 
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of Authority, which conceale (as the Poers ſay ) vnder 
the golden garments of Pandora, all the venome of her bra- 
« zentonne. And in that bottomelefle pit of Humours 
« ſhall we not finde deceit as infinite as defire 4 Honour 
«but the throne of Care; Proſperity both rhe child and 
«© motherof labour > To be ſhort, we ſhall there finde 
(though roo late ) thatall Fortunes, and Misfortunes 
are but movlds of momentary Aﬀections, ſpunne our 
with proportion, or diſproportion of Time, Place, and 
Natures. So as ſince no eſtate can priuiledge this life 
from death, ſickneſſe, paine (Power it ſelfe being alike fea- 
red, and fearefull) muſt we not thinke to gather our roſes 
among rhornes, and conſequently theWorld to be a flar- 
zering elaſſe, wherein man rather ſees how to change, or 
adorne his euils, than any way to reduce, or amend 
them > . 
Through this falſe Paradiſe ( Neble Lady) we muſt 
therefore paſſe, as Ylyſſes did by the enchanted deſarts 
of Circe; ſtopping our eares, and cloſing oureyes, leſt 
_ our rebellious ſenſes, as apt to flatter,as to be Bcd, 
chance to take part with the diuerſiry ot beguiling ob- 
ects, and ſo lead ourmiſty vnderſtandings captiue to 
perdition. The company of Ylyſſes ( like multitudes 
{trange in ſenſe, and weake in reaſon) by making loue 
to/their owne harme , were with open cares, andeyes, 
transformed into ſundry ſhapes of beaſts : the Poets 
figuring toe vs, in them, the diverſe deformities of - 
bewitching frailties, wherewith for lacke of diuine-Grace, 
or humane Caution,they get power toenſnare vs. And 
1nthis captiuaty,let no Ignorance ſeem troexcuſe Man- 
kinde , 1ince the /ighr of truth is ſtill neere vs ; the remp- 
ter, and accuſer at ſuch continuall warre within vs ; the 
Lawes that guide, ſo good for them that obey; and the 
< firſt ſhape of euery ſinne ſo vgly, as whoſoeuer does 
« but what he knowes, or forbeares what he doubts, 
ſhall eaſily follow Nature vnto Grace : and if he in that 
way obtaine not the righteouſneſſe of eternity, yet ſhall 
he purchaſe the Worlds time, and eternity, by mtorall 
fame. For Obedience, not curiolity; as in heauenly, fo 
| in 
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in earthly things is the moſt acceprable ſacrifice of man- 
kind, Becauſe this inherent tribute of Nature vnto 
Power ( likea revealed light of vninerſall Grace ) 
refines Mans reaſon, reftifies his will , turnes his ind«- 
ftrics,and learnings inward againe whence they came, 
ioynes words with things, and reduceth both ofthem 
to their firſt beings. Toconclude,this 1s that inward 
fabricke, by which we doe what we thinke,and ſpeake 
what wee doe. 

Now Madame ! In this narrow path , your helps, 
both againſt inward aſſaults , and outward temprati- 
ons, muſt be thoſe moderate ſweet humours which I 
haue knowne to bee in you, and ſome of yours. This 
Moderation of deſires being a farre freer, and ſurer 
way, than the ſatisfying of them can bee, Repentance 
following the one,and Peace the other, the one courſe 
making Nature go as well too faſt backe,as forwards . 
and ſo muſt conſequently oftend others with that 
which firſt offended themſelues:where theſe moderate 
Aﬀections doe with a naturall Harmony pleaſe them - 
ſelues,and then muſt not the Ayre of that vntroubled 
work naturally yeeld peace to euery creiture that 
breathes inor aboutit? Befides,this Moderatio brings 
fo:th few deſires; ſtrong humblenes to pay the tributes 
of Power Patience, as anarmour againſt oppreſſion, 
Truth.as a ſacrifice : whereby the World which gives 
but what.it bath ; and the evill of others, that deſires 
to oppreſſe,or infe& ; can the hardlier findemeanes to 
trouble them, or colour why they ſhould ſtudy to doe 
it. Mycounſell is therefore Madame ! that you en- 
rich your ſelfe vpon your owne ſtocke, not looking 
outwardly, but inwardly for the fruit of ere Peace, 
whoſe rootes are there ; and all outward things but 
ornaments,or branches,which impart their ſiycet truirs 
with the humble ſpirit of others. > 

Yet Noble Lady! becauſe you area Woman, and a 
Wife; and by the Lawes of both theſe eſtates, in 
ſome meaſure ordain'd to liue vnder meane, and {u- 
preame authority : my _—_— i5 not, while I perfiyade 
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you from the captious Labyrinth of practiſe, to leaue 
yqu without ſuch reaſonable latitudes, as Paſſengers 
haue in their trauailes , whowhen they cannot clime 
ouer ſteepe mountaines, find means to go about them, 
and ſo by length cut away the danger, or poſhbilitie of 
precipitation. Inwhich courſe Madam ! becauſe pre- 
{1dents are efteemed the ” guides for humane ignorance to 
follow ; I will firftlay before you the Opinions of wor- 
thy men, borne vnder Tyrants, and bound to obey, 
though they could not pleaſe; the compariſon hol- 
ding in ſome affinity betweenea Wites ſubiefion to 
her Husband, and a Subie&s obedience to his Soue- 
raigne. Brutus would leaue nothing in his mind feare- 
full ro Power, nor in his fortune exorbitantly tobe co- 
ueted , as reſolute either to be ſafe by Innocencie, or 
Contempt; or if both failed yer to haue exrremirie a 
warrant againſ} extremities. Some haue thought the way 
of ſecurity to be in or vnderfianding the abſtruſe cour- 
ſes of Power. Others aduiſe vs ( with the Moone) to 
acknowledge all ourlight to the Sunne. Somewould 
haue vs imitate the Spheres,who carried about with the 
violent courſe of the firft Moner , doe yet ſtealeon in 
their naturall which ſlow,and vnſenſible motion ;. with 
many of like nature,which I forbeare tonumber, in re- 
ſpe& that no man can gouern his life wholly by precepts: © Hu- 
© mane VWiſedome it ſelfe varying with circumſtance 
© of occafion,place,time,and nature;and ſoneither the 


« fame inall things,nor (till the ſame inany. 
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FT? Herefore Madam ! leſt you ſhould thinke I 
would fooliſhly conclude the flare of all minds 
in the aphoriſmesof a few - I will leaue this bon- 

dage of ptecepts,to walke ina larger field;and through 
an vnproper compariſon of Diuine, and Humane po- 
wer together, ſhew you by Humility a way into the 
one ; and by diſcreet Conſtancy a paſſage out of the 
- Other, Foras the two Agthors differ in thediſpropor- 
£100 
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tionof infinite good, and finite exill , ſo doe their wor- 
kings within vs. The one makes faith awiſedome , 
the other infidelitie a freedome : the one giuing abili- 
tie towalke ouer thedeepe ſea of Gods Commande- 
ments,which while they ſeeme impoſſible proue eaſe ; 
the otherdrowning weake faith in the ſhallow dewes 
of miſtruſt,vanity,ſelfeneſſe, and ſuch other irregular 
humodrs, as while they ſeeme cafe proue impoſſible : 
my intent being, by this Mappe, Noble Lady! to make 
ie affraid of truſting your peace 1n a leaking ſhip of 
humane Power, and Aﬀections. Becauſe all things 
thereare ſo gouern'd by the two falſe rudders of hope 
and feare,as though (like the boat of Charon)they refuſe 
no paſſinger,yet carry they none ouer either into Reſt, 
or Honour. Inexample of Diuine power , when God 
led the children of 1frael out of bondage into the land 
of promiſe, to witneſſe his Omnipotencie, he vſcd the 
miracle of cloud and pillar, one to lighten darkeneſle, 
the other to ſhadow the beames of glory : which 
« two ſignes the people of God had reaſon to adore ; 
« fince 1t is credible that hee who created the world 
« ſhould be in louewith his worke, and conſequent- 
« Iy hee not curious rolleteine, in whoſe power it was 
« tocreate,maintaine, and deſtroy. Beſides to.giue all, 
« and take nothing, proceeds of an vncauſed good- 
<« neſſe,and ſoneceſſarily of an vnabuſing. | 
The Princes of the earth haue two like enſignes , 
Viz, Feareand Hope : the pretence of the one,to awake 
our dull ſpirits out of the idle fleepes of ignorance to 
ſerue the ends of ative ſpirits ; the other, to keepe the 
exorbitant deſires of multitudes vnder the ſeruice, and 
cautious of ſupreme Will. Of theſe humane clouds, 
and pillars we haue more reaſon to be icalous, Firſt, 
in reſpe& that whatſocuer is created, is affraid of dif- 
ſolution,and ſo in love with it fe]fe. Then becauſe wee 
know, that as many Rivers muſt loſe their names, to 
make vp one Sea : ſo Abſoluteneſſe muſt winne, and 
keepe aboue, with the loſſe of all, or at leaſt many 
branches of vniuerſall Freedome. And therefore the 
Pp 2 Fox 
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Fox did not conclude amiſſe,yhen he faw his fellowes 
ſteps march towards the Lions denne, and none return, 
Nos hec veſtigia terrent. But more clearly to diſcerne 
theſe gilt,or painted fetters, from a true golden free- 
dome,letvs examine the ſpecious wiſedomes of mans 
abſolute Gonernements : and for the moſt part wee ſhall! 
find them to maintaine that which 1s ſtollen by craft , 
vſurpations by might ; and for a further enlargement 
of their narrow foundations , to ſtroake vs with our 
owne hands, threaten vs with our owne ſtrengths, 
and reward vs with the ſpoyles of our owne for- 
tunes. | 
| Yea, fo much they abhorre equality from whence 
they came,as they clime ouerLaw,Religion,and Truth, 
to keepe more and more aboue that ſweetorbe of hu- 
mane, and equall peaſing Lawes. Iftheneuen the Co- 
ward, and fooliſh ſpirits doe feele enough to acknow- 
ledgethis , of what haue we more cauſe to be icalous, 
than of theſe two cloudy pillars Hope, and Feares Since 
by/noother racke canthe Nature of man be more high- 
ly improued to the aduantage of Power, and diſaduan- 
tage of his natiue freedome : the one bewitching, the 
= 4 amazing vs, the one maſtering the ſtrength of 
number with a mulritudeof ſcattered deſires, the other 
entiſing, or forcing vs to giue away our rights for feare 
toloſe them : both (as they ſay of Eſops dogge) making 
vs forſake the true fleſh, to catch at the reflexion of 
ſhaddowes. So thatthe beſt courſe for vs inferiors is, 
neither (like lictle children) to play away ourtinies 
with the babies which we our ſelues haue made ; nor 
yet to feare the Antickes of our owne painting ; ſince 
we lend the hornes, and nayles which make them vgly, 
bu t rather to ſuppreſſe defire, and affections within Our 
| ſelues, by which we ſhall wither Hope, and Feare ( two 
crafty ſpies of Power ) giving intelligence what may be 
tarced within vs, hereby to enhaunſe the tributes of 
Tyranny, t11] it have drawne vp our browes afterour 
ſwear, and ginen lawes to thirſt, as well asdrinking. 
Therefore Madame ! varill rhe ſmart of ſenſe haue fo v- 
nited 
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nited will and vnderſtanding, as all men 1n like for- 
tunes may haue like ends , till the beaſts beginne to 
know their ſtrengths , the vniwritten lawes blot out the 
written ; and the temporall ceaſe vnder the eternal! ; 
there 15 neither in yours, nor in any other ſubiection, a- 
ny ere peace to be gotten by truſt of Superiers : nor ho- 
20ar by ſtrife againit them. VVhence may I not demon- 
ſtrattuely conclude, that wakefull Power muſt needs winne 
ef all inferiors, who flrineor venture to win of it £ 
Now A7adame ! when Nature in her vniuerſall know - 

ledge foreſaw this diſtreſſe, or taxe, like to fall vpon 
her treedome , ſhe, which is no ſtep-mother to any of 
hers, ftraightwaies gaue Honour more wings than one, 
to the end, thoſewhich cannot haue it in commanding, 
might haue it in obeying ; and thoſe that want power 
to doe nobly, may yet findc latitudes to ſuffer nobly in, 
Out of this came the Wiſe-mans words, delivered vnto 
vs from the trauailes of his minde : "That here are times 
ro reft, and times to labour, Timestobe well, and times to be 
(che ; times to hope, and times townhope, &c. In which vn- 
hoping time you muſt reſolue to finde your ſelfe, and 
by counſell of the Wiſdome limit all vnquietneſſe of 
deſires; leſt they being vnſeaſonable, adde ſhame to 
your other misfortunes, Let nothing theretore make 
you hope, where an ecclipſe of many humours hath 
darkned your Sunne, Truſt not, for ys and 
puworthineſſe are ener vnſafe. Venture not; for beſides 
that this fortune is in it ſelfe misfortune, Power being 
too hard for right, the very Multitude, who iudge of 
* actions by the whoriſh conduct ofcffets, will by 
and by cenſure them that vndertake, and proſper nor, 
either vainely to haue fixed impoſſible ends to them- 
{clues, or fooliſhly neglected the meanes : and from 
theſe grounds cuer conclude adverſity in the wrong, 
and proſperity in the tight. If your Ladyſhip defire 
© arcaſon of this error, it is; becauſe Mens common 
* indgements vpon common fame, neitherw1ll, nor 1n- 
« deed can, well examine the different conſtellation 
* betweene your Husbands nature, and yours ; your. 
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< merits, his demerits : burwill infallibly ſticke faſt in 

_ © theskinne, and outſide of eſtates, preeminences, and 
< authorities ; iudging well of that in their folly,which 
« in'their baſenefſe they reſolued to worſhip. 

To be ſhort; the Wit of People is ſo many times 
vnder the truth, and their Care ſo much lefle than their 
« Wit, as it is with them-cuer a lefle faultto doe in- 
1ury than to haue 11] lucke, 

Therefore Noble Lady! I cannot aduiſe you either to 
complaine, or mutiny againſt the ſtronger , forthe one 
diſcouers 'inconſiderate weaknefle, the other Jangui- 
| ſhingerrors : butrather as the vegetable things 1n the 
wiſdome of nature doe, ſo aduiſe your Ladiſhip to doe 
which is draw all your ſap, in this Winter of thoughts, 
downe to the root , and be content to want leaves, till 
the ſweet Spring of time, or occaſion come to inutte 
them vp againe. For beſides that theſe Iuries of comon 
Opinion will euer when they doe beſt looke vpon Law, 
and not Equity ; vpon Cuſtome, not on Nature ; 
Strength,&not Right:cucn the cleareſt humane iudge- 
ments will hardly conceiue ſo monſtrouſly of mankind, 
as ſhallbe ſufficient to acquit you, and condemne your 
Husband, The reaſon is, becauſe theſe extremities of 
| good, or cuill will not eaſily be belecued to raigne in 

theſe middle natures of fleſh, and blood : In reſpe& 
that G OD hath decreed the Angels to heauen, the 
Duels to hell, and left rhe earth to Man, asa meane 
creation betweene theſe twoextremes. So that he muſt 
be a kinde of Diuell himſelfe, that can eaſily belceue 
there ſhould be Diuels raigning within, or amongſt vs. 
Beſides Madame! how vacomely it were for you (like 
the Crow) to goe out of your Arte of duty, and diſco- 
uerextraordinary Seas of vanity in your Husband, the 
Laywes of Honour will tell you. Let God the ſearcher of 
hearts, and Time the diſcouerer of faults, moue thoſe links 
of ſhame, and puniſhment,whereto our errors are tyed; 
and let it be enough for you hence-forwards not tow or- 
ſhip Idols, who hane eyes that ſee not, and eares that heare 
20t, For, as they ſay, when cuery particular dies, he hath 
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his ore doome ; though the generall Doomeſ-day bee to 
come:{9 may I ſay;that whatſocuer your husband hath 
to all the world elſe, he hath neither life, loue nor ſenſe 
to you. Therefore fince Power lies in him; Deſire 
and Durie in you ; pay your tribute,doe your homage, 
and make your reward tobee the ſecret peace of well- 
doing ; cutting off all other thoughts of reſt by him, 
who not hauing of it in himſelfe, cannot poſſibly be- 
ſtow it vpon others. For by that meanes your Honour 
will bee ſafely guarded from theſe muddy viſions of 
Hope, which (as I ſaid) 1s one chiefe pillar of incroa- 
ching Power; and in which the ftooles of the world, 
ſleeping away their liberties, doe vainely make Au- 
thority their heires, 

Now that we haue ſhaken our hopes,the next chiefe 
engine of power 1s terror ; a breath which ſecmeth to 
pierce neercr,and not to leaue vs ſafe or free within our 
ſelues. Becauſe it hath ſlander at commandementr, 
ſpies, accuſers,violence,and opprefſion ; which fooles 
vnderſtand not, and baſe men giue ouer-much reue- 
rence vnto. Againſt theſe I can onely ſay this ; thar 
they bethe fires in whoſe heat Worthineſle is re-puri- 
fied ; and by whoſe lightthe glories of it are fartheſt 
ſeene. SO as for theſe violences of temptations, I 
perſwade you to make Job your example ; a type whom 
God gaue the Diuel leaue to perſecute in his goods, his 
children,and in his perſon with ſuch infirmities of body, 
as had both paine , and lothſomeneſſe in them. And 
marke againe in the ſame afflited 7oþ,in whom the ex- 
cellentwiſedome of conſtancy is figured ; hee neither 
did ſacrifice tohis euill Angell,nor ſtudied amends,or 
reliefe atthe hands of his tempter,but walled his fleſh 
with patience, and his conſcience with znnocencie : lea- 
uing to the Diuell that whichwas his; I meane.his ' 
body, and fortune, ſubie& by "Adams diſcreation to 
the Prince of ſenſuality. And what ſmall power the 
Princes of this world haue over the reſolutions of 
Faith, Honour, or Nature , examine (if it pleaſe you ) 
by thoſe paines, which your ſelues ſuffer for children, 
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hereticks for opinion, pride for fame, feare for feare , 
wherein the rod makes tne child endure the corrofiue, 
Soas the vameaſurable meaſures of theſe things haue 

{ome reſemblance with the infinite, yer mercifull word 
of God, wherein the Lambes may lately wade, while the 

vaſte bodies of the Elephants ſhall be drowned. Beleeue 

therefore with the wiſe ; thar betweene miſty obiects, 

and more miſty ſenſes, many things doe rather terrifie, 

than opprefle ;, and fo force fraile mankinde often to 

{abour more in opinion,than inthings. To goe farther 

in this example of Iob , you may remember, that it was 

his Wife that bade him, Curſe God, and dye : inher ſexe 

the Scripture expreſſing weakeneſle ; and in weakneſle, 

the boaſts of rage, and childiſh violences of paſhon : 

yet did Tob refuſe the Counſell, but not the Wife : The 
* way of righteouſneſſe being to hate the vices, and not 
< the perſons ; leſt contrary to the duties of Charity,and 

* Affinity, we ſhould make our ſelues a warre with all 
* fleſh. 

Now, todeale more particularly with this threat- 
Ding power ; there are but three wayes inwhich it can 
be heavy vnto you. Ill dealing with your ſelfe 2 a hard 
band vpon your children : or ſeparation. For your chil- 
dren , remember the Image of Cecropia : in whoſe nar- 
row, and vnlouing nature, there is yet expreſſed an vn- 
meaſurable, and bewitched loue of herowne. Beſides, 
the rule is vnjverſall, that where there is no worth within, 
merits (like Cyphers) ftand for nothing : becauſe it muſt be 
a ſparþ that can be made afire with blowing. Reſt ther- 
fore your religious, and motherly care inthis, neither 
vpon merir, nor demerit, but onely vpon his ſelfe-loxe, 
which is ſuch an vnſeparable knot betweene frailty and 
her owne, as it is impoſſible either to adde, or ſub- 
ſtrat any thing from it. And be confident, that while 
your Husband remaines ſubie& to his ſelfe-aftetions, 
there will ever be partiality enough within himyto keep 
his children ſafe from diſinheriting. 

For vour ſelfe. if in your eſtate he reſtraine you; firſt, 


confidervouhanue loſt his love, a thing farre more pre- 
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tious to your mind ( I know ) than his fortune can be, 

And you haue loſt withall the expericnce of that loſle, 
if you hauenot learnt by it, to beare the reſt more 
eaſily. Beſides,it is deſpre that makes vs poore,or rich , 10 
as where you cannot feele neceflity, the meaſure of e- 
nough,ortoo little,is in your owne moderation ; and 
in this according to the old prouerbe ; Ns body hurt, 
but by their owne exceſſe. Againe, ofall the Apoſtles, re- 
member who it was that caried the parſe, and whether 
the errovur bee a deſtiny to the Office,or Officer, it is 
Childiſh tro complaine, and Madnefle to firivewith 
Diſaduantage. 

But perchance this credulous ſelfe-pittie (which e- 
ver makes Opinion more,or lefſe than the Truth) may 
perſwade you, that theſe impriſonments of fortune 
doe really both impriſon Honour,and Nature. Wher- 
in (for anſwere)) be pleaſed toconſider , that there 1s 
© none ſo poore, but hee may haue liberall thoughts, 
of wiſedomeas much vſe as of the Elements : For ſhee 
1s patience in Misfortune, and moderation ingood: Chaſiitie 
needes no purple to become it ſelfe : and as for Dexoti- 
0; Princes can neither command, nor forbid it. Be- 
ſides, afflition is rather a ſpurre than a bridle to that 


vertue;our fleſh being like a Toppe wh:ch only goes vp- 


right with whipping. Laſtly, pleaſureit ſelfeis not ba- 


niſhed out of bondage fince there may be peacewithin, 


and Fame without, tothe ſincere conſcience So that the 
error is onely mans, in his not ſeeking reſt in that for- 
tune vnder which hee lives; but in Change, which is 
ever in the powerof others. To prouethis, letvs goe 
a little further, and examine of how many complext- 
ons this pleaſure is ; ſome finde it in laboyr, others in 
eaſe . ſome in women,others in bookes,&c. So as there 
being no truth, bur opinion in it, fortune can have no 
aduantage of thoſe excellent tempered natures , that 
when they may not chuſedelights,can yet make them 
tothemſeJues. Andwho ſoare not indifferent to this 
indifferent humour, are but like lirtle children , that crie 
when their parents, or fellowes-take their toyes from 
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them. Yea, ſo ſubie& is our life to the oppreſſions of 
Power,Chance,and negligence,as the practiſe of times 
will ſhew; that hee who cannot endure to /oſe,can much 
more more hardly endure to lize. 

Of ſeparation,which is the laſt,I wil beſtow few words; 
becauſe Iam wel acquainted with your goodnefſe,and 
{cuere lawes ouer your ſelfe, Beſides, I know your Huſ- 
/ bands nature, which is rather weakely than ſtrongly 
euill, full of reſpe&s, deſires , feares; 1calous, 
and careleſſe ;, fa&tious, and vnreſolute ; rather incli- 
ning to Craft,than Violence, VVhat bee the counſels 
of ſuch natures > Whiſpering, murmur,conſpiracy in 
ſpeech,ſlander, ſweare,and breake , loath,and keepe; 

iſpraiſe,and loue, a tyrant (in words) valiant ouer a 
Wife. And from thence all the harme, onely a threar- 
ning of thoſe excellent humours in you , which vnac- 
quainred with the degrees of cuill ; while you thinke 
him worſe than hee 1s, are amazed ; and when you: 
hope for better, wounded with being decetued in 
him. Burt learne to know for your owne eaſe, that 
eyery man, though heewould, yet canner become excel- 
lently evill at once, ſince both weeds, and herbs are more, 
or leſſe perfe& in their kindes ; according to the tem- 
per of earth , and ayre, wherein they grow, So that 
bers Ladiſhip may bee aſſured it is vapoſſble for his 

ollow, and wauing minde to goe ouer the ſhame,and 
oppoſition of the World - the. ſwarme, and faction 
of Wiues ; thecourageand credit of your priuate 
Friends , and the cuſtomes of Expland, to adiuorce, 
thovgh you were as il] as he would haue you : much 
lefſe hauing awell-gouerned Innocency, with alltheſe 
other humane guards, to breake thorough, 
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of Feare and Hope ; there remaines an excellentend' 
in your paſſage, to which all'thoſe neceſſities, and 


misfortunes are no other kindes of lets, than raine, or 
| | ſtormes 


| F you therefore ſtand firme againſt the temptations 
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flormes vpon the land be, which cannot ſtay reſolued 
paſſengers, though it moyle their clothes,, ard make 
their way ſlippery. Thais end 1s, to haue the honour of- 
being an excellent wife : 1n which womanlike ambition, 
the principall aQor is Obedience ;, an attribute from in- 
ftcrior to ſuperior duties. I ſpeake not of /oze,fince that 
wonderfullaffetion muſt be ſtirr'd either by extraardi- 
nary worth, or by a naturall ſympathy of loue againe , 
both which obiects Ithinke your eſtate in your Hus-: 
bard to be very barren of, and therefore aduiſe you to 
nothing, vnneceſſary, or: vnpoſhible. Torſatishe our 
{elues that Obedience 15 neceſſary, let vs againeexamine 
the nature of Authority, and we ſhall finde it to bee, 
A commanding power, that hath relatiozto the obedience of in- 
feriors, And then it we conſider trom what root it ſprin- 
geth,we ſhall find it ro be,out of nature in ſome things, 
in others from a lauiſh giving away of our owne liber- 
tics, Thirdly, that preſcription, which binds equals, 
ſill gives ſuperiors an increaſe of freedome, Fourthly, 
that cuſtome priuiledgeth humours aboue nature, ſo as 
time muſt pull downe thatwhich aduantage, and time 
hath eſtabliſhed. Our of which particulars I thinke 
we may conclude Obedience to be neceflary; and that 
« they who ſtriue to remous the varemoueable rockes 
« with chaines draw themſclues to the rockes, but not 
the rockes to them. Neither in this queſtion 1s the dit- 
ference betweene ſupreme, or meane authority material, 
nor what dinerſe foundations they haue ; ſince it falls 
Out in Power, as it doth in Knowledge ; that who ts any 
zhing ax all, is all the world aboue vs, Therefore Madame ! 
be pleas'd to weigh what folly itis for a Subiect vnder 


: O. 
a Prince, or a Wife vnder the yoke of a Husband, to 


ſtrive alone with the ftrong corporation of Porer : 
Since 4n Obedience we need ouercome but one (our 
ſclfe I meane)where in theſevther contenttons,we mult 
ſerve many Maſters, worſhip Equals, flatter Inferiours, 
and truſt in Strangers : that courfe being,*( as I have 
ſhewed) ſubie@ belides to treachery, tgnorance,and in- 


conſtancy of inſtruments; togethes with Miſchance; 
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which hath greateſt rule inall theſe vnruled hazards. 
The tearefull examples:'of thoſe men that haue walked 
this 1cie path, and been vnfortunate, by diſproportion 
betweene their natures, places, and times they liu'd in, 
2re innumerable. Setanus vnder Tiberizs, the Duke'of 
Guiſe vnder Henry of France, many of our Dukes, and 
Barons vnder our owne Kings, in that falſe ſtage of our 
Barons warres, All which I ſhortly lay before you, be- 
cauſe your eſtate is (as I ſaid) ſuch a modell of Sub- 
ies eſtates vnder Princes, as mans little world is of the 
great , differing onely 1n more, or leſſe. 

That Obedience 1s 1uſt, the Cuſtomes of Nations,and 
Lawes of Nature will aſſure you ; who giuve the might1- 
er, Preeminence, and the ſtronger, Rule. Againe,thofe 
exceſſes which ariſe out of Authority, are they not et- 
ther rods of trials which we inferiors muſt kiſſe, and that 
God onely may burne, which made them , or elſe ms 
of mntinous ſelfe-loue, which deceiue, and make man as 
well miſunderſtand his diſeaſes,as their remedies > And 
ſo by miſplacing equality, and inequality, at once ru- 
ine both publikeand private ſecurity. Theſe be indeed 
Meteors, that encourage man to vndermine Gouerne- 
ment, examine Soueraignity, and meaſure the Arcana 
ofall Eſtates by the crooked line of our owne Opini- 
ons. Now Madame ! If you pleaſe to apply this to your - 
ſelfe, it hath this inſtruQion in ir ;. that if becauſe you 
are vnequall, and haue aduantage of your Husband in 
loue, chaſtity, piety, and fincereneſſe, you will thinke 
your ſelte equall with him in liberty, wealth, and pow- 
er; whereof ſome are proper by nature to his ſexe, as a 
Man; ſome by ordinance vnto his perſon,as a Husband, 
you ſhall erre in confuſion of merit, while you doe not 
diſtinguiſh vertue from vertue, right from right , but 
out of ſe]fe-loues counſels, ſtrive ro have equality in 
one become an equality inall. In which falſe path, the 

iron por doth often meet with the earthen, and then you 

| know which 1s broken. Beſides Madame ! in theſe con- 
tentions betweene crafty ſtrength, and well-beleeuing 
weakeneſle, ſpies muſt be maintain'd,and rumours paid 
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to the watching of errors, and vncouering of thame in 
your owne neſt , which quire of foule ſpirits, if the In- 
teriours be ſo fooliſh toconiure vp, the Superiours will 
cuer take aduantage by, anthority giving authority to vn- 


eruths : {o that all ſtrites with Superiours muſt needs 
proue zdle, where we cannot ; and vrnoble, where we may _ 


not either ſtand, or leaue with the proſperity of Honor. 
Therefqore,let vs conclude, that neceſſsry is the Law of time; 
and conſequently whatſocuer is inft to be onely, and re- 
ally wiſe, 

It you deſire an example of this Obedience, which I 


vrgeyouto , It may pleaſe you, in that arch-ſtory of 


loue, to read the licentious affetion of Antonie toward 
Cleopatra, Where you ſhall ſee, that if his vertuous 
wife Ofauia had ſtriven to maſter his difloluteneſle , 
Auguſtus was her Brother , and his Competitor 1n the 
Empire, whereby Right, and Strength, might with 
ſome poſſibility haue lifted vp her ambition, and re- 


uenge from the bafren grounds of Duty. If ſhee had - 


ſtriuen to pleaſe him with change, whom ſhe could nor 
keepe from it, the pride of Rome did then miniſter va- 
rtety of delights, and the ſeruile inſtruments of Time, 
and Greatneſſe, would ſoone haue had an eye to their 
Gaine, and her Fortune. If ſhe would haue rowled the 
ſtone of Syſiphas, and ſtudied with merit to call backe 
his loue, ſhe was as yong, equall in beauty, ſtronger in 
honour , but euer the ſame, which (ſheknew) was not 
ſopleaſing to him, as the ſame in others. Beſides, ſhe 
had the colour of Eſtate to enammell all reuenges vp- 
on his vngratefulneſſe. Notwithſtagding this worthy 
Lady would never yeeld to aduenture her Honour vpon 
the dice of Chance, nor vainly ſeeke to haue power ouer 
him, that had none ouer himſelfe ; but dividing her 
innocency from his errors with the middle wall of a 
ſenere life, ſhe remained ſtill his good Angell with O#4- 
#ius, temper'd publike iealouſies, and all aduantages 
of priuate wrongs ; and tobe ſhort, was content, when 
ſhe could not doe the workes of a well-beloued Wite, 


yet tO doewell, as becomes all excellent Women, In which 
| courſe 
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courſe of moderation, ſhee neither made the World 
her Iudge , nor the Market her Theater,but contented 
her ſweet minde with the triumphs of Patience, and 
made ſolitarineſſe the tombe of her Fame : which 
Fame, as true to her Worth, and enuious to his Laſ- 
civiouſneſſe, hath multiplied her Honour, and his 


Shame, to live (as you ſ{ce) many ages after them 
both. | 
Where, if on the other ſide ſhe had, with her firſt 
thoughts, deſcended into the counſells of impatiency, 
pleaded diſtreſle in teares , and wrongs in complaint ; 
who ſees not that ſhe had therein not onely loſt Great- 
nefſe of reputation, the true ſhadow of great hearts , but 
ſtirred vp Murmur, which bandles all things,but either 
neuer concludes any, or at leaſt concludes in the worſt 
art > And ſo perchance, by ouer-acting, might have 
Elk her right, and his errors into an equall bal- 
lance. «© For it is moſt true,thatexorbitancies of Paſ- 
<« fions doe many times ( like Players vpon ſtages) re- 
« preſent the office of a King, inthe perſon of a beg- 
_ ger.' Arifides conſtancie, with the weakeneſſe of phi- 
lautws ; and the reſolute courage of Turn; with the 
cowardiſe of Wictas, ating that which theyare not ; 
and conſequently,citherout of felt,or adopted impreſ- 
ſions, vainely ſtriving todeny Chance her Tributes ; 
Error her Changes ; and Tyranny her Iniuſtice , fall 
ſuddenly into that kind of weakeneſſe, which vnder 
Power muſt be forced to endure many ſtormes, and 
burdens , becauſe it could not endure the petty, and 
incident paſſages of life. Therefore good Madame ! 
Since I haue ſhewed you by reaſon, that Obedience is 


1uſt, and neceſſary ;, by example that it is poſſible ; be . 


not reſtiue in their weake ſtubburnneſſe, that will ej- 


ther keepe,or loſe all : but thinke what folly it were for a 
man, in the naturall decaies of age, not to goe becauſe 


ee caynotranne: and belceue that it will proue the 
like kind of headineſſe in a Wife, to forſake herſelfe, 
for his ill that hath already forſaken her. Therefore 
{Voble Lady! proceed conſtantly to your end ; beare, 


| and 
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and deale with theſe weakeneſles of your Husbands ; 
not with hate of your ſelte,orof him : but as Mothers 
doe with the wanronneſſe of children ; who cry not to 
ſill chem, northreaten imperteRion,and malice with 
one rod,but firſt rake away the affence,then ſuffer them 
to cnioy. thoſe toyes they delight in. For looke what 
« a Mothers loue is towards her children, the like is a 
« Husbands power ouera Wite: They will not puniſh, 
you cannor. 

To confirme this moreclearely , let vs examine the 
commodities that ariſe out of this juſt, and neceſſary 
Obedience, The Poets, who ſometimes vnder clouds 
of beaſts, deſcribe the beaſtly courſes of degenerate 
men,tell you, that /apirer after he had made many wan- 
dcring pilgrimages from heauen downe to the earth, 
brought ſtill ſome of that earthly metall vp with him; 

{ſo 4, 8 affection became diuided, and cuery day lefſe 

kind to Iuno, She (as a Goddeſſe) acquainted with his 
power, and with all the tempeſtuous: powers of Luſt, 
found that ſhe, which hitherto had brought to paſſe 
many things by his loue, could now worke nothing by 

: it. Neuertheleſſe wiſely conſidering that all affe&1- 

ons mixt betweene heauen and carth, have wauing 
hopes, reuenge,defire, feare, and repentances in them, 
which contrariety of paſſions had likewiſe their times, 

and places of raigne , © Senſualities in man nat being ; 
made of one, but many Irumors. Out of theſe peircing 
grounds, ſhee neither forſakes herends, nor takes vp- im 
on her that languiſhing deſpaire, which madethe firſt 
Monke, nor that carneſtneſſe of rage, which is euer re- 
venged of it ſelfe - but where ſtrength of Credit fai- 

led, ſhee there vſcth the traffique of Wit ; obſeruins 

his humours , and their changes ,. learning out of 

; them ſo to temper, and allay one thought with ano- 

p ther, now bearing, now vrging , that (as thoſe grauc 
Anthors affirme) Carthage was long kept vp by Iano's in- 
duſtry, indeſpite of Fenzs her conſtant ambition to 
build Rome vpon the ruines of it: which proucs, that 
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no man being made all of loue, they hane not loſt 
cor 
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all, that haue (how vnhappily ſocuer) loſt ir. The art 
wherewith ſhe thus wrought Ipiter, lay vndiſclos'd , 
as the faults of Power do; ſeſfe-loye couering them with- 
in, 'and flattery without : vnder which twoveyles the 
will of Supreme Authority is many times ſtolen away 
and the Lions shinne become the Foxes priviledge » The 
Agents going ſtill vnpuniſhed, becauſe it is not ſtea- 
< ling, bur ſtealing ill, which Husbands as wellas Prin- 
Goes take offence at. 

Therefore Noble Lady! as the ftraight line ſhewes both 
it ſelfe, and the crooked: ſo doth an wpright courſe of life, 
yeeld all true wayes ofaduantage, and by maſtering our 
owne affetions, anatomizeth all inferior paſſions, ma- 
king knowne thediſtin& branches out of which the 
| gh) powers of kindneſſe,reſpe,and admiration doe 
ariſe, A AMappe, wherein we may by the ſame wiſdome 


of Moderation,chooſe for our ſelues thatwhich is leaſt 


in the power of others, Beſides, it plainely diſcouers ; 
that Tealoafie acknowledgeth aduantage of worth, and 
fobecomes the triumph of Libertines , that Griefe 1s the 
puniſhment ofwrong, or right ill vſed ;- Curioſity cuer 
returnes ill newes ; Anger how great ſocuer it ſeemes, 
is but alittle humour, ſpringing from opinion of Con- 
tempt ; hercauſes leſſe than vices, and ſo not worthy to 
be loued, or hated; but viewed, as liuely images to 


ſhew the ſtrength, and yetfrailey of all paſſions : which . 


Paſſions being bur diſeaſes of the minde, doe ſo diſeaſe-like 
thirſt after falſe remedies, and deceiuing viſions; as 
theweake become terrified with thoſe plow-worm lights, 
out of which wiſe Subie&s often fafhion arts to go- 
uerne abſolute Monarchs by. For Madame ! as nouriſh- 
ment which feeds, and maintaines our Life, is yet the 
perfe& pledge of our Mortality : ſo are-theſe /ight-mo- 
ed Paſſions true, and afſured notes of little natures, 
placed in what great Eſtates ſocuer. Beſides, by this 
practiſe of Obedience, there grow many more commodi- 
ties. Since firſt, there is no loſſe in duty , ſoas you 
muſt at the leaſt winne of your fleſh by ir, and either 
make it caſte for you to become vnfortunare, or at - ſt 
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finde an eaſe, and honourable paſſage out of her intri- 
eate lines, and circles, Againe, if it be true, which the 
Philsſophers hold , that wertmes and vices, diſagreeing in 
all things elſe, yetagree inthis ; that where there is one in 
eſſe, in poſle there are all : then cannot any excellent 
Faculty of the Minde be alone, but it muſt needs haue 
Wiſdome, Patience, Piety, and all other exemies of 
Chance to accompany it , as againſt, and amongſtall 
ftormes, a calmed, and calming Mens adepta,

Yet becauſe they 
that reſt in Fame, or Yerene, keepe not the eſtate they 
were in,burt decline;letvs from this humble pinacle caſt 
our eyes before our feet, and looke to the euen, or vn- 
euennefle of this well-ſhadowed path, we are to paſſe 
thorough. Wherein our firſt proſpe& mult be ouer 
our owne natures, examining our ſtrengths, and weake- 
neſſes , with our defires, andends , rhen the particular 
differences, and contrarieties of other mens humonre, 
which (as inflruments inthe woukmans hands)muſt proue 
helpes, or hindrances, according to the Art, or Igno- 
rance of thoſe that vſe them. In the conſideration of 
which, we ſhall finde ſame ſpirits narrow, and _—_ 
| Sk a 
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all vpon one wheele,zothers vpon many : Diners pleas'd 
( like children) with little things ; while the greater bo- 
dies muſt haue greater mindes t9 moue them : ſome 
(like Heraclitus) bewailing the World with the teares 
of Selte-pittie z others ( like Democritws ) _ 
laughing atgriefes, afliQtians, rather with an caſineſſe 
. of nature than any ſtrength of worth, or counſell : 
Chance the end of many, and Change of more : tage- 
ther with the libertine, or ſeruile effe&s of too many, 
or too few diſtin&tions, or reſpects in our morall lives. 
To be ſhort , in the whole view of Mankinde,you ſhall 
obſerue onely ſuch nice diuiſion, and differences, as 
there arc in the kingdome of beaſts ; where ſome are ra- 
uinous, and ſpoyling ; athers weake, and apt to bee 
prey'd vpon: ther ſtrengths, and weakeneſles diuerſe 
wayes laid; ſome in one member, ſome in anather : all 
ſubie& alike todeliuer their skins to thoſe deceiuers 
which are aboue them ; bur dangerouſly enuious 
to equals,or inferiours. To conclude , when they are 
wilde,ill neighbours,worle friengs, but excellent ſeruants, 
when they are zaxzed. Out of which diuerſitie of Na- 
| Eures, and AﬀeCtions , wee may gather againe, that 
even thoſe Misfortunes,or Aficions, which be diſea- 
ſes to ſome ; vnto others health,or.cure : Error, and Of- 
fence in the mindes of men comming from as diuerſe 
cauſes, as imperfeiions doe in the ſight ; either by tao 
much oxiring or diſperſing the beames, So that many 
may ſay as truely with comfort, Iniarie often makes 
way for better fortune, as others may with griefe,has 
Tyrant hath taken away our Godhead from vs. 
|| Now Madam! If you apply this to your ſelfe, it 
bath this merality in it ; to let you know,that without 
your Husbands vnkind dealing, youwould perchance 
haye dozed too much in the worſhip of one man, neg- 
leRing for that one humour, all other wayes of Ho- 
nour, as bewitched affe&tions vie to doe. $o that | 
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the other excellent powers of your minde ſhould bee 
invaine toyou, and to theworld ; it ſeemes, cuenby 
the prouidence of Miſchance, you are driuen from 
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theſe narrow ſunuaries of ſe}te-aftetions, which im- 
priſoned you; ro takeinto your heart new 1dea's, lar- 
gerends,and nobler wayes. . And in this new delibera- 
on, it will be no impertinent counſel , firſt, to exa- 
mine the difference of worths required in ſecking 
tO winne 0x6,07 the world; or ina third grogreſle, by lo: 
ſing both to winne credit with God, In which myſticall 
worke, the fine mixture of Grace, and Nature toge- 
ther, makes it more eaſe to mend our errours, than be- 
fore it was to coxer them, and confequently our fleſh as | 
capable to recetue the immertaliry of good, as it was to 
run head-long vnder the eternall curſe of Sinze, Againe; 
ſince it is fleſh onely that receines immortality of 
Good,or Euill, &vpon the ſame fleſh no heauter tax laid 
intheſe worthier courſes than you were charged with 
before; I meanea reſolution.to turne all things with- 
in, and without you to the beſt : Noble Lady! gather 
your powers together; and know that where, in the for- 
mer impriſonment of Thoughts, Reaſon, Wrong ;

Vertve,nor Vice; but a happy temper in both;to a nim- 
ble vſe of either, Here yeelding, ſoothing, ſeruing 
muſt be our ſacrifices; humours, Our ſtudy, and wee 
bound (like — neithertobe ſhorter,nor longer, 
than befitteth thoſe bodies we reſolue to worſhip : ſo as 
the moſt faFiom ſpirits,are often the moſt fortanare its 
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theſe courſes, Foras in Copres it is the ſtampe, not the 
merallthat goes currant; that which is gold here, going 
perchance euery whereelſe but as copper, ſo doe the vn- 
worthy choices of fauour often make Natures meaneſt 
creations paſle for ſuperlative. Nay more, if by the 
| influence of a gapd Deſtinie, wee chance to honour a 
worthy man z- yet ſhall wee bur take oz, and not take in 
Worth by that trafique : © and then how can they 
«truly merit, that doewell for any reſpe& , bur good- 
« eſſe it ſelfe > This was it, that made the piercing 
Iudgements of times paſt, note a difference betweene 
the affability of Scipio, and. Ceſar , it being, artificiall 
in this to his end, and in the other a natyrall {iycetneſſe 
of bowels; inthe one an arr of Amiition, in the other 
nobleneſſe, and ingenuity. W hereby wee may conclude 
«that it is no great inriching of mans Nature to bring 
< forth pleaſing fruits roone Land-Lord, how fantaſti- 
© call,or imperious ſocuer. Beſides,theſe hamour-hun- 
zers onely maſter thoſe affeRions of minde, which are 
not honourable in the large extents of Trath,but in the 
narrow limits of Opinion ; and thereby ſometimes 
make vs creatures to our Equals ; ſeruants ro Vnwor- 
thineſſe, leſſe than our ſelues, by ſeeking to winne a 
man perchance worſe than our ſelues , rather impro- 
ving Craft,than Wiſedome; Seruitude, than Honont. 
In all which,true Worth muſt neceſſarily ſuffer allay, 
as being changed from generall approuings to parti- 
cular ; and thereby forced toimpriſon Wrure within 
Municipall, and ſeruile Humours,or Conſtitutions. _ 
The ſecond part, which is the winning of the #orld, 
bath many, large reſpects in it : ſince therein our me- 
diator muſt be Fame, a ſpirit newer entreazed , But com- 
manded vp, our ſtudy Hononr, as a pledge which the 
world doth truſt, and beleeue in ; A2apnanimitie muſt 
bee our Scepter,wherein the Equall inde ftrezpeh, and 
the Inferjour prote#ion ; Liberalitie, that all deſires may 
hope, 7a#ice which diſtinguiſheth right from eſtate, 
cr perſons ; Mercy, that frailty may not deſpaire with 
ſuch like great ſtrengths of minde, as are vniverfally 
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currant ,and doe giueeuidencetothe \World that wee 
deſpiſe thoſe pettie things ; which the reſt doe yon- 
derat, and by affecting the generall loue of all men, 
bring forth that, which all men love in vs. , Beſides, 
the end is more noble to winne Reuerence, thanto yeeld 
It, to create, thanpay tribute; the powers of the mind, 
that are vied more-ſtrong, as doing » and nor ſuffering 
affetions ; the proportion of themeanes larger, and 
of more difficulty , requiring better formes, perfeer 
health, and greater ſtrengths : becauſe in our ends, we 
embrace the ends of all men; and thereby are aduanced | 
without prejudice,or diſcontent to any. Hence, from po 
Equalities of Nature, grew vpall Eftates of Swperiority; 
this is that ſerning of the X2ſulritude, which commands A; <# 
| them, this is to be leaſt, and greateſt , one, and rule 
many+yea,euen this is that prear Art, which hath ever 
| flouriſhed in the braueſt ſpirits, and moſt flouriſhing 
| Ages ; and which being forgotten by the corruption, 
or viciſhtude of times (as the moſt excellent Sciences 
| haue beene)is growne ſtrange among men ; and which | 
being but renewed in ſhew, the vaine World (made to | 
bee deceived ) will without ſuſpition embrace, as a 
lively piureofherancient Pompe,and Greatneſſe. | 
Againe, ſince the nature of the Mwulrirude is not vn- | 
like the Earth., which (not made for it ſelfe ) while it 
lies common brings forth nothing ro enrich, but con-. 2 
ceales many treaſures vnder herskinne, and bowels ; ; 
and on the other ſide, moued, or manured, yeelds re- 
ward for his paines that husbands her : ſince (I ſay ) 
theſe two being paralell'd., ecuen as the firſt authors 
in all Innovations, while their mend not , but change 
the complexion of Paſſions, ſhall ind audacity invn- 
dertaking the hardeſt of their worke, as being forced 
to bee preſidents to themſelues : ſoagaine, the conſe- - 
quence-muſt of neceſſitie proue faire, and eaſe, in re- 
ſpe& that noueltie is euer as welcome, as fearctu]! - 
and the whole flocke apt to follow the firſt ſheepe : Ir;

knowledge of Ged or the world , the rather becauſe 
the daies you hauc already ſpent abroad are iow ſuffici- 
ent both to give you light how to fixe your ſelfe an end 
with counſel], and accordingly ſhape your courſe con- 
ſtantly vnto it.

Laſtly, for the gowernment , your cnd mult norbe like 
an 7/ntelligencer,to ſpend all your time in fiſhing after the 
preſentnewes, humours, graces, or diſgraces of Courr, 
which haply may change before you come home , but 
your better a more conſtant grounds will bee to 
know the Conſanguinities, Alliances, and Eſtates of 
their Princes. the proportion betweene'the Nobility and 
Magiftracy, the conſtitutions of the Courts of 7uſtice,the 
ſtate of their Lawes, as well for the making, as'for the 
executing thereof, How the Sexeraignty of the King 1n- 
fuſeth it {ife intoall a&s and ordinances : How many 
wayes they lay Impoſitions and Taxations, and gather 
Revenewes to the Crowne, what be the Liberties and 
Seruitudes of all degrees ; what Diſcipline and prepa- 
rations for Warres, what Inventions for increaſe of 
Trafhcke at home,for multiplying their commodities, 
incouraging Arts or ManufaQuures, or of worth in any 
kinde : Alſo what good Eſtabliſhments to preuent the 
neceffities and difcontentments of the People;- to cut 
off ſuits at Law, and Duels, to ſupprefſe Theeues and 
all diſorders.
